Factory employment in the 
Los Angeles luduMriul area, 
which Includes Torrance and Lo- 
niitit, rose to 288,800 in Jill;, 
from 235.800 in June, announced 
Paul Schnn enberp;, director 
Industrial relations. The current 
level represents ' the highest 
peace.titno July on record and 
is nearly 9,000 above the eor- 
responding month ol last year.

All oth 
Induslriesi reported only small 
changes between June and July.
